The condition of his health caused 
him to resign his pastorate here in 
October 1915, but he was frequently 
seen on our streets and rarely miss- 
ed a Sunday at his church. He was 
confined to his bed but a short time.

Pennsylvania 
and graduated 
from 


Heidelberg College, Ohio, in 1858, and 
from the Heidelberg Reformed Semi- 
nary in 1860, and received from his 
Alma Mater the degree of DX>. in 
1874. He was ordained in 1860 at a 
charge in Darke County, Ohio, and 
served pastorates of his church lor 
55 years, at Delmont, Greensburg.

Effect of Wind Upon Sound. 


One of the government scientists 


glres an Interesting explanation of the 
action of the wind In preventing the 
•pread of sound. 


It is, he claims, not the wiud as such 


that prevents sound from traveling 
against It. but differences in tn« 
strength of the wind. If, for instance, 
the wind la stronger above than below 
i* stronger at one side Its effect will 
be to tilt the sound waves in one direc- 
tion or another. Differences of temper- 
ature In the air also cause deflection of 
the waves of sound. 
Other atmos 


pherlc causes exist which deflect sound 
from a straight course Some of the 
sirens In this country, says this scien- 
tist, produce sounds "Which ought theo- 
retically to be audible at a distance of 
1.500 miles: but. in fact, the authori- 
ties are satisScd if they are heard only 
two miles away. The reason for the 
discrepancy between calculation and 
experiment was probably atmospheric 
defection o* the sound. 


What Corns Are. 


Corns are iianl growths which occur 


on the toe or some other part of tb« 
fet't. They are generally the result sf 
wearing a shoe too small for the foot, 
says the Popular Science Monthly. 
They are thickenings of the outer layer 
of tbe skin in the center of which is a 
nail-like pejr which projects downward 
aiwl buns when pressed upon. 
Soft 


corns form between the toes and *re 
only different from others in that they 
are soaked with perspiration all th« 
time. The corn itself is composed of a 
lump of the outer part of the sfci» 
which i«t caused by the pressure of tie 
shoe at that spot. However, tb« corn 
woukl not result unless the pressure 
were taken off at intervals, and tola, 
of course. Is done when yon take t*e 
shoe off. 
It stands to reason that if 


the pressure were continuously applied 
to this spot-the skin instead of 
growlng at that precis* point 
waste away. The overgrowth of the 
skin is dee to the Irritation produced 
by the pressure.

A problem of the zoologist is the en- 


durance of freezing by many animals. 
Collecting the records. Mile. France 
aud Paul Portier, entomologists, of 
Paris find that fish have survived 5 de- 
grees F., frogs 8 degrees below, mol- 
lusks 184 degrees below and bacteria 
have come out alive after exposure to 
300 degrees below zero. 
The two 


French experimenters froze certain 
caterpillars—Cossus cossus—at a tem- 
perature just above zero. 
They be- 


came quite solid and brittle aud could 
be broken like icicles. 
Ou warming, 


however, even broken ones returned to 
life. 
Several freezings and thawing* 


were endured, but recovery became 
slower each time and ceased after the 
sixth thawing. Oilier genera showed 
like results. There seemed to be sonic 
physiological preparation for the cold. 
Cor caterpillars that survived the win- 
ter freezing all succumbed to 
ternperarures in the spring.

In 
tbe second rase the other end of the 
needle is attracted to the southeri 
magnetic pole-

most useful birds. He deserves to be 
called a national bird Just as mnch as 
the American eagle. Why should the 
farmers and land owners allow his de- 
struction and what seems to be his 
eventual extermination? 


"Hunting is a pleasure and recrea- 


tion a farmer could have right at home 
on his own farm if he could save the 
game from the city sportsman. Why 
could not the farmer, when he has per- 
mitted the quail to multiply and to be- 
come a benefit and a blessing to tbe 
community, have the much needed 
recreation 
in shooting the surplus 


game? I think the farmers could be so 
organized that they could control tbe 
wandering and the wantonness of the 
city sportsman and preserve bobwhite 
and other game."
